Health of the Fanner Must 


Be Guarded if He Is to 
Feed Our Fighters. 


The eyes of the world today are 


turned upon the farmer. 
He Is ex- 


pected to keep the nations supplied 
with food for the bodies of their fight- 
Ing men and at the same time to see 
that the nonflghters are fed so they 
can back up the men in the trenches 
with' the necessities of life. 


But all too seldom do -we hear any 


one worrying about his living condi- 
tions. Tbe city worker can turn to 
the health authorities, the housing 
commission or the various charity 
boards for aid in time of need, tut 
the farmer, if sickness or misfortune 
conies, must fight it out for himself 
with the aid of the overworked fam- 
ily doctor, with his long miles of 
country to cover, who is often called 
too late. 
Until recently little was 


being done to better these conditions. 


The Nursing Committee oJ the 


Council of National Defense and the 
Town and Country Nursing Service 
of the Red Cross, however, believe 
that H should concern the public 
deeply to keep the farmer in proper 
health and give him as far as possible 
equal advantages with the'city resi- 
dent in health teaching and supervi- 
sion. Therefore they are urging the 
need of rural nurses to visit in. farm- 
ing communities and small towns_and 
get close to the people, studying their 
needs and meeting them. 


Tha Town and Country Nursing 


Service of the Red Cross, with nurses 
scattered about the rural sections 
throughout the country, is doing its 
utmost to help tha small town resi- 
dent, and many rural nurses connect- 
ed -writh county boards of health or 
with local health associations 
are 


striving to keep the farmer fit to per- 
form . his patriotic duty. 
But the 


nurses in this field are a mere hand- 
ful considered in the light of the need 
i or tnern.

The very next day she 
went back, and after a bit of parley 
at the door she was allowed to come 
in. It was not very long before the 
nurse was at the bedside of the sick 
daughter, carefully instructing tie 
mother in the bedside care of tlie pa- 
tient. 


Another case was that of a child 


very seriously burned. 
The mother 


did not know how to dress ' the 
wounds, and the doctor could not take 
the time to teach her. But the nurse 
spent a whole hour removing the 
bandages that the doctor had pulled 
off in a few. minutes. 
Can you imag- 


ine the difference in the feelings of 
the patient and its mother? 


Where, for instance, could there be 


a greater need for service than in this 
family reported thus by the nurse: 
"The oldest boy went to jail Friday, 
the nest boy broke his leg the same 
day, the father is out of work, the 
moiner is ueat ana tne uuie girl nas 
epilepsy." 


This nurse Induced school authori- 


ties to clean up school buildings »nd 
school toilets. 
She called attention 


to open sewers. 
She saw that ade- 


noids and tonsils were removed 1m a 
number of children and mads ar- 
rangements so that these operation!

Average Farmer Must Haul His Prod- 


uct* Six and One-Half Miles— 


Other Point*. 


How far must the averaga farrarr 


In tT»> nn!»«-) Stat«>» hsa! tis cv • 
to market? Exactly six and a h.'ik' 
miles, it can be answered, for the bu- 
reau of crop estimates of the depart- 
ment of agriculture has completed an 
inquiry into the whole matter of fnrm 
hauling throughout the country. 
In- 


cidentally, the results of the Inquiry 
show that if only one wagon ^.ere 
available to hnul crops It would re- 
quire about 15.747.000 days for It to 
complete the Job for only the mar- 
keted portion of three most prominent 
farm products—v. hcnt, corn and cot- 
ton. 


The Investigation shows that it re- 


quires about half n day lor the aver- 
age fanner to make a round trip to 
market, and about two-thirds of a day 
on the average for the farmers fnrth- 
est from market to make a similar 
trip. That market distances are grow- 
ing shorter is shouu by the fact that 
in 1906 it required almost 50 per cent 
more time for the average round trip. 
One region for the improved condi- 
tions, it Is pointed out, is that slaca 
1900 
the steam railroad mileage in 


the Limed States lias incieased l."i per 
cent and that many new freight-car- 
rying electric lines have been built.
